Deer friends, 


I have owed you both lettere for several years, I ran some rather 
extensive ads in the Genealogical Helper and overextended myself as far as the 
time available to correspond. Please let me introduce myself, 1 am 50 years of 
age and have four children, the oldest two of whom are married, I am Sales 
Manager of Cascades Plywood Corporation, with head office here in Portlend and 
mills in Lebanon and Reedsport, Oregon, Los Angeles, California and Polson, Mont. 
I have to be out of town a fair amount of time, and it is not always predictable 
when I will have to make trips. I was in Richmond, Virginia in March, and had a 
day to spare, but the library was closed due to a heavy snow fall. I have been 
working at genealogy since 1936, belonged to The Institute of American Genealogy 
of Chicago all through the war, and used to borrow books by mail from their 
extensive library. I have subscribed to Genealogy and History since the first 
issue and have all copies, My subscription to The Genealogical Helper started in 


1955. 


Sometimes I think I am working on too many lines, es I now heve over 100 
in which I am interested on my wife!s side as well as my own. 1 have a loose leaf 
note book with the main notes on each line, some of the lines running to 50 pages 
(Barbee is 7 pages). These are all type-written. I have a set of folders for 
correspondence and miscellaneous notes, also filed by family. As I am descended 
from Thomas Barbee through two of his daughters, I have more Barbee blood than 
anything, and have been thinking I should now concentrate on just a few lines, and 
that I might get more enjoyment and better results that way. The Barbees are on 
my father's side, and I am fortunate to have most of my data through an elderly 
aunt in Omaha, Nebraska who employed a professional genealogist to search these 
lines over a period of many years. This aunt obtained all her information in this 
manner, and it was expensive, so she does not approve of giving the information out, 
so I must be carefull that she is not quoted as the source, or that my correspondent 
do not get back to her, She reproved me strongly for giving out information in my 
ad in the Dec, issue of the Genealogical Helper, She has promised to leave me all 
her notes when she dies, so I am somewhat limited on the extent I can work these 
lines for the present, 


I should like to establish a formal or informal Barbee Family Association 
pertaining particularly to the Barbees of the South, I thought perhaps the three 
of us could work something out, I would ask that one of you act as corresponding 
secretary, but would be all the help I could in copying and typing. I believe I 
could have some bulletins or notes copied by a photographic process at the office, 
but this would have to be in limited quantities, This is all nebulous now, and 
we would have to work it out, but I am definitely interested, If you are both 
interested, I think we should start with & listing in the March, 1961 issue of 
The Genealogical Helper under Family Associations.

Dear Miss Barbee, 


I've been slow in writing because I work my genealogy in between many 
household chores and because I am working on all of my own and all of my 
husband's family lines at the same time. This is perhaps a foolish and unwise 
way to go at it, but it is the result of starting work on a new line when I 
seemed to be stopped on another line. Your responsibilities seem to me to 
be much greater and more difficult and yet you replied to my first letter, 
really quite soon and I am most grateful for your kindly response. 

I'm Sürry to learn that your Barbee line does not join with my husband's 
at some point but it is interesting that it does begin in Stafford Co. Va. too, 
which might indicate that there is some relationship between our Andrew Barbee 
and your Lameth Barbee. I have been working on the Barbee line for only about 
two years and to date I have not run across a Lameth Barbee. I recently went 
throggh "Cavaliers € Pioneers" by Nugent and took note of family names in which 
I am interested but I just examined my notes and see that I made note of no one 
named Barbee or similar name. I have examined the resords of Overwharton Parish 
and found some records there of the first Thomas Barbee and of the Thomas, his son 
who married Margaret Fant. These records give the dates for the first Thomas as 
1680-1752. His wife was a Margaret and I have a copy of his will in which his 
children are named. Since it is a detailed list with specific gifts to each, I 
would assume it names all of the children and probably in chronological order as 
they usually are in such documents. Oh no, he didn't either, he named all his sons 
first and then his daughters. I'm quite sure he had a son Thomas who married 
Margaret Fant 29 Sept. 1748 (Overwharton Par. rec.) John, son of Thomas (1690-1752) 
is the one who marridd Elizabeth Welch and moved into Culpepper Co. Va. The first 
5 ch. of this John & Elizabeth are as you give them (for Thomas & Elizabeth) but 
his 6th son was Elias born June 14, 1763 after which Elizabeth soon died and 
John married 2nd Phyllis Duncan by whom he had Rosa, Andrew, Susannah, Elinor, 
Ann, Ezekiel, Lydia and Elizabeth (Betsy). John, 2nd son of John Barbee & Eliz. 
Welch, married Martha (Patty)Gaines and their daughter Elizabeth m. Nathan Marrs 
in Shelby Co. Ky. in 1815. Nathan & Eliz. moved to Crawford Co. Ill. and then to 
Terre Haute where they died 1847 & 1851 respectively. This part of the line seems 
pretty well worked out but I did not have a complete list of the children of John 
& Martha Gaines or other data you have given me for which I am most grateful. I did 
not have the date of birth of Martha or the dates of death of either John or Martha. 
I am puzzled by the fact that you give the date of death for both of them as the 
same, June 25, 1826. Do you know thgcause of their deaths or the place of death? 
This John Barbee &'wife Patsey (Martha) sold a lot in Shelbyville and 200 acres 
on Benson Creek 11 Oct 1821, so their deaths took place after that, and I am 
assuming they are the persons given by you who died June 25, 1826. There is no 
will for this John in Shelby Co. and perhaps they moved to Illinois or Indiana. 

About the children of John Barbee & Martha Gaines: from the references in 
the Hist. of Crawford Co. 111. and from Shelby Co. Marriages obtained by Mrs. 
Clark Boyd from original records I have the following :

my husband's grandmother and she named a dau Mary Frances, who is my husband's mother. 
She was always called Frances). 


John Barbee who must be the John who m. Sally Lagow Aug. 23, 1832 or is he? 1832 
is rather late for a marriage in this family. 


James b Oct 13, 1786 m. Jane Sherrard & d. Aug. 27, 1826 (same yr as parents death. 
He is the only one in this family, I believe who stayed in Ky.

In your list of this John's children you also Have: 


Polly who d. Feb. 9, 1803 To date I can neither prove or disprove any of 
these and will add them to my tentative list of ch. 

Thomas d. Dec. 1, 1810 Is Polly for Mary or perhaps it should be Patty for 
Martha, the mother? 

Strother Thomas and Elias are for his brothers and of course 

Strother-for-Áhnn Strother for Ann Strother, wife of Wm. Gaines. 

Elias If I could only locate the father John at the time 


of his death, I might find a will which would name 
all his children. I'm thinking it might be in Louisville, County seat of Jefferson 
County and will try there. 


Do you know of the recent publication advertised in the Sept. 1971 Genealogical 
Helper p. 429? It is by Mre. Kathryn C. Stone, 3044 8th St.,Boulder, Colo.80302 
It is about William Barbee of Middlesex Co. Va. (d. 1720) whose 4 grandsons went 
to N. Ca. Tha fact you mention John S. Barbee of Terre Haute who d. there 1856 
as being born in Va. then going to N. Ca. and then to Spencer Co. Ky., made me think 
he may belong in the family of William Barbee. I have written once to Mrs. STone 
and I may purchase her book as soon as I can spare the $12.00 though it isn't my 
line, for it might be of help in eliminating Barbees whom I can't fit into my 
line, that is getting them properly placed. 

I am quite confused with the Bible record received from the Barbee descendant 
in Marshall, Ill. on the page headed Bible record on which is given first the 
marriage of John Barbee (1754) and Martha Gaines. First I can't fit Floyd Barbee 
into the picture. However, his children are evidently Lawrence Raymond, Blanche 
and "Last baby". Then Beginning in 1836 witkHWiliftamdBR3sbhestRreobegk Josua 1789 seem 
to be 4 children in the same family. Then take out the births beginning with 
Martha-Farnees-i844 Nancy 1784 through Elizabeth 1791 all 4 of which seem to be 
children of John (1754) € Martha Gaines, and continue with or add to the 1834 to 1839 
births the rest of the list beginning with Martha Frances through Andrew Mars 1850 
and it would seem this list 1834 through 1850 belong in one family. Because one 
of this set of children is Clark Lagow Barbee I have thought they may be children 
of John (son of John 1754 & Martha Gaines) who m. Sally Lagow. Am I right in this? 
( I'm sorry, the above seems to be somewhat of a mess and I hope you can understand 
what I mean) | 

I had hoped to get to Edgar Co. and domn into Crawford Co. too this fall as 
well as over to TYerre Haute but with the Holidays appreaching and all the

interruptions they bring plus real winter weather which may come at any time, 

I doubt that I try to make this trip soon. I appreciate very much your kindness 
in replying to my letter and giving me so much data. I can promise that I will 
come to Terre Haute at least in the spring if not before and before doing so I 
will phone from my home to make sure your are in a position to see me. I'm sure 
there must be many times when guests for eyen a few minutes would be very difficult 
for you and your 93 year old mother. Incidentally I visited in Sept. my 99 year 
old Auntie, my mother's only living sister in Salina, Kan. and found her in 
remarkably good condition both physically and mentally, though recovering from 

a broken hip. I would have been on this projected trip to Edgar Co. etc. this fall 
but we live on a farm and I simply don't feel right to be away for long when my 
husband is working in the field. I feel I should be here to get his meals. 

He is now finished with field work but for the reasons given above I may not feel 
it is wise to come soon. We live 20 miles east and north of Bloomington and when 
I do go as far as Edgar Co. I will want to stay in the area of Paris, Terre Haute 
and down into Clark & Caawford counties for several days. Right now with winter 
coming on and the Holidays immideately ahead, I think I'11 probably wait until 
toward spring to make this trip. 1 am 75 years old and last April had surgery 

to install a metal right hip joint for a very arthritic right hip joint. This 
was due to an injury when thrown violently from a horse at age 25. I have no 
other arthritis. The operation was unbelievahly successful and I am using that 
leg in a perfectly normal way with no cane. All pain is gone and I drdve very 
comfortably now. I have a little Chevie II of my own, so some day toward spring 
I'll take off for my tour of Illinois & Indiana points. 

In the meantime, I'11 do all I can via mail and I'm wondering if you would 
give me the full name and address of Mrs. Bennett of Marshall, 111. and of 
Anna L. Jones, descendant of John Barbee of Crawford Co. Ill. in order that I 
may contact them for apparently they are of the line in which I am interested. 
Mrs. Dedman of Evansville might also be helpful in pushing the Gaines and 
Strother lines farther back, if you don't mind passing the addresses of these 
people on to me. 

I am quite willing to share any of the material I have on the Barbee line, 
but I suppose you would not care for it since it isn't your line. You didn't 
mention Andrew Barbee of Stafford Co. Va. who is the father of Thomas (1690-1752) 
so I am wondering if you and the persons with whom you have corresponded know 
of him. He died before 1690 when his widow and her 2nd husband Thomas James 
go into court and make a statement regarding the property of Andrew which they 
wish to pass on to Andrew's children who were Thomas & Mary Barbee. Nothing is 
known of this dau Mary but Thomas married a Margaret _ and lived all his life 
in Strfford Co. Va. leaving a beautiful will of which I have a photostatic copy 
and in which all his children are named. 

I'm sorry to ask you to write again, but I would appreciate having the 
addresses of those persons you mentioned who seem to have the same Barbee line 
in which I am interested. Again, I do thank you for the material you sent. 

I hope your Mother is improving and can soon be at home again, especially for 
the Holidays. |

Dear Folks; 


I wanted to get a letter off to each of you, however, never seem to have enough 
time to get around to it, so am typing a general letter and sending each of you a copy. 


I have some good news and some bad news, and will relate the bad news first. For 
several months, Helen has not been well, and finally after much urging and out and out 
threats, she finally did see a Dtr. in April, right after Bernice and Arnold left Calf. 

. for Iowa. She had several tests run as she had a lot of pain in her abdominal area, and 
was sure she would have to have some female type surgery or etc. After several tests, 

the Dtr. couldn't find anything wrong, and prescribed several pain medications, which Helen 
said she wouldn't take, as she didn't want to end up an addict, or worse. We suggested 

she see another Dtr. which she finally did the middle of April, and he took several X-Rays, 
and told her that her left lung had same dark shadows, but he did not think it was Pneumonia. 
He ran more tests, and then obtained her X-rays taken 4 years ago when she had o good 
physical, and her lungs were clear at that time. 


He then scheduled her for a Lung Needle Biopsy, and Cat Skan, and she had the Biopsy 
done o4 April 17th or 18th atid remained in the hospital until she had Lung Surgery on 
April 22nd. Dick flew out on Monday the 21st of April so he could be with her, and they 
were hoping to remove her entire left lung, however, only removed 35% and couldn't get 
all the tumer. She had a tumer that developed outside the lung and grew into the tung 
and also involved a cple. of ribs. They removed two ribs also. It was several days before 
they finally did reach a diagnosis that she does have Lymphatic Cancer. She came home 
from the hospital on May 3rd. Bernyce flew out on May lst, and is still with her until 
this sunday when she'll return home. Dick was out there nearly 3 wks., and arrived back 
in Mpsl. last Thurs, May 8th, and drove up home with me on Fri. May 9th. He was totally 
exhausted. 


The Dtr.s feel that Lymphatic Cancer is the best type to get if you have to have it, 
and are giving Helen a 50/50 Chance of recovery. She started her first Chemo Therepy 
session yest. Helen is not very strong anymore, and had more or less given up on living 
as she didn't feel she had much to live for. Now she feels she has even less, and as sick 
as she has been from the lung surgery, has not been cooperative on going for Chew at all. 
She refused to have any Radiation treatments, and is going to try the Chemicals for a cple 
of sessions, but if she gets too ili, says she'lt discontinue them. As you know, its 
very difficult with her out in L.A. all by her lonesome. She is putting her house on the 
market, and depending on how things go, the future plans are that she'll move to Mpls., 
and get an Apt.. She wants to be near a Metropolitan Area, and not too far from family. 
If she quits the Chemo, within two months the cancer would be back full force, and she 
wouldn't have long. She now has been diagnosed as having it in her Bone Marrow through- 
out her body. 


I know everybody has problems, but wanted to let you know and to ask that you might 
send her a cheery card, and a letter of hope and optimism. According to the Dtrs. that 
I have discussed the situation with, if she has given up, the fight is lost already. We 
don't want her to give up yet. In all honesty, if she wasn't able to get a handle on it 
and was so sick, I guess I can understand her wanting to end it all. 


Mickey was to fly out tomorrow for a week, but Helen called her and asked her not to 
come. Bud was to fly out the following week, and he cancelled his reservations too. The 
jist of the matter is, that Helen will need a lot of help and care a little further dam 
the road, and would rather wait and have her family with her later. Helen is like one 
of our immediate family, and I am closer to her thah any of my own sisters, and am just 
devestated with all this. Dick will probably go back in a month or so, depending on how 
things go. If her house sells fast, she'll be able to take most of her treatments in the 
midwest, and have family around.  Otherwize, she'll have to have help where she is. 


I hate having to bring sad news to everyone, but I know you would want to know, and I 
don't think she is up to writing to anybody now or will be for a while. So please keep 
her in your prayers and thoughts. 


Now for the good news, we have two new Grandsons this week. 
Mathew Brent Berscheid was born on May 14th, 914 oz. to Janhyce and Roger in Mpls. 


- Fredrick Richard Barbee II was born on May 16th at Clark A.F.B. in the Phillippines to 
Scott and Karen. He weighs 74 14 oz. which is an estimate as the scales were all in use 
when Scott called this A.M. They are a day ahead of us, so its confusing as to the dates. 


Both little boys and Mothers are doing fine. Jan was going home fram the hosp. today. 


I don't know if you knew that Rodney and JoAnne Tysdale had a son, Jared Clay botn 
on Jan. 17th, and David and Audrey Tysdale also had a son on Jan. 17th, Michael David. 
Jared was born in Marshalltown, Ia. and Michael David was born in Owatonna, MN. 

Chris and Kim TySdale are expecting their first child around the 4th of July, and Tony 
and Nancy Barbee, are desperatly hoping to make it a unaminous year for boys around the 
l2th of August. Both Scott and Tony have girls already. 


Of course Grandpa is very honored and excited to have a namesake, and especially to know 
that the Barbee line will go on in name as. well as bloodline. 


We are hosting the Barbee Reunion over the 4th of July week end this year again, | 
ended up cancelling last years due to problems with people having different schedules, etc. 
SO its on for this year. And it will be such fun with all the new babies in the family this 
year. 


I am sure Helen will not be able to make it, but so far the rest of the family is 
planning on it, with the exception of Scott and Karen in the Phillippines. So if anyone 
is in the area or neighborhood around that time, we'd love to have you join us. 


I'd better wrap this up for now, and run same copies. I'm taking next week off on 
vacation, so wanted to get this taken care of before I go on vacation. We have so much 
work to do at home, and with Dick being gone for 3 wks, we got pretty far behind. Also 
hope to get in some fishing, since May is generally the best month of the year. 

Hope this finds you all well, and drop a note when and if you get the chance. We 


think of you all often, and your in our daily prayers. Please take care of yourselves, 
and hope we'll be in touch sofn.

Dear Miss Barbee; 


I am sorry that I have been unable to find any references to 
Lameth Barbee in researching the records at the State Library 
in Richmond. Your research has been most thorough and I have 
found only what has already been found previously. I believe 
as the earlier researcher did, that Lameth came from Stafford 
County and I have researched Stafford County for deeds, wills 
marriage and death recorded from 1745 to 1850 but found no 
references to Lameth. 


I also searched surrounding counties, Prince William, Spotsylvania, 
King George, Caroline and Culpeper for deeds and wills from 1745- 
1850 for Barbee. 


I did not find any records in your papers of the military 
record of Lameth Barbee. Has this been done? The only record 
at the State Library of the War of 1812 is the Muster Roll, 
which you already have. The rest of the records are in the 
National Archives, Washington, DC. You should write there and 
ask them to send GSA Form 6751, then you can fill it out and 
return it to them. 


On the application be sure to state that you want a copy OF ALL 

the soldier's records, to include if any, bounty and pension records. 
There is a charge for this service, the Archives will send you a 
bill. 


I read the letter that was in the file you sent, but it was not 
copied well, as half of the letter was missing. As far as I can tell 
it describes the service of Lameth Barbee from 31 Aug - 24 Nov. 


At that time he was in the 36th Reg (Renno's) VA. Militia. 


I wish that I could help you more, but you may find more from the 
Archive war records. 


This research took four hours, I am refunding you $10.00.

inquirer can supply other identifying information. 
(If the request concerns a Navy enlisted man, the 
name of at least one vessel on which he served, 
with approximate dates, must be given and, if 
possible, his place of enlistment.) | 

Requests for copies of records housed in the 
National Archives Building should be submitted on 
GSA Form 6751, Order for Copies- Veterans 
Records, which will be furnished free on request. 
The form should be filled out according to the 
instructions and with as much information as 
possible and returned to: Military Service Records 
(NNCC), National Archives and. Records Service 
(GSA), Washington, DC 20408. The form also 
explains the procedure for making requests. 

Requests for records housed at the National 
Personnel Records Center should be made on 
Standard Form 180, Request Pertaining to Mili- 
tary Personnel Records, and sent to National 
Personnel Records Center (MPRC), GSA, 
9700 Page Blvd., St. Louis, MO 63132. 

If a file is found for the veteran in question, 
NARS will supply photocopies of documents that 
provide pertinent information about the veteran 
and his family. The inquirer will be billed for 
copies provided. The NARS staff is not permitted 
to read all documents in a file or to answer specific 
questions about them; however, if the inquirer 
wishes to have photocopies of all the papers in a 
file, they will be furnished for a moderate addi- 
tional cost. 

If a name supplied by an inquirer is not that 
under which the serviceman was carried on the 


rolls or if the unit in which he served is not known - 


or is given incorrectly, the NARS staff may find it

- difficult to identify his record. There are usually 


many servicemen of the same or nearly the same 
name, and the name under which a serviceman was 
listed may differ from the name by which he was 
known to members of his family. 

NARS can only make identifications that are 
relatively easy to establish. It cannot undertake 
extensive research or lengthy evaluation of 
conflicting or uncertain evidence in the records. If 
such research or evaluation is necessary, it will 
offer to furnish reproductions of all the records. 

In attempting to identify a serviceman when 
the information supplied is not sufficient, the 
NARS staff will try to match initials and spelling 
of the surname given in a standard list of variant 
spellings. If the staft is able to reduce the 
possibilities to a few individual records, it will 
attempt identification bv comparing the records 
with any information the inquirer supplies that is 
likely to be useful for the purpose. If the 
serviceman's identity seems obvious or probable, 


. NARS will furnish a photocopy of the record it 


thinks is the correct one. 
Inquirers who are unabie to supply information 


necessary for NARS to make an effective search of 


the records may examine or hire someone to 
examine files in the research rooms of the National 
Archives Building. Names of persons who do 
research for a fee can be obtained from the Board 
for Certification of Genealogists, 1307 New 
Hampshire Ave., NW., Washington, DC 20036.

Yorktown and after the siege was stationed at the barracks near"Cumberland 
old Coutt House". 


Elias Barbee moved to Kentuck in December, 1782.
